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Preparing the power supply 



Installing the battery pack 

Your camera operates only with the "InfoLITHIUM" NP-FC10 battery pack* (C 
type) (supplied). You cannot use any other battery pack. See page 84 for more 
information about the "InfoLITHIUM" battery pack. 




Q Open the battery/"Memory Stick" cover. 

Slide the cover in the direction of the arrow. 



Q Install the battery pack. 

Insert the battery pack with the ▲ mark facing toward the battery compartment 
as illustrated. 



Q Close the battery/"Memory Stick" cover. 



To remove the battery pack 

Open the battery/"Memory Stick" cover. Slide the battery eject lever downward, and 
remove the battery pack. 

Be careful not to drop the battery pack when removing it. 
* What is "InfoLITHIUM"? 

"InfoLITHIUM" is a lithium ion battery pack which can exchange information such as battery 
consumption with compatible electronic equipment. This unit is compatible with the 
"InfoLITHIUM" battery pack (C type). "InfoLITHIUM" C type battery packs have the 
(D**u™u»Q mark. "InfoLITHIUM" is a trademark of Sony Corporation. 
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Charging the battery pack 



You cannot charge the battery pack while your camera is turned on. Be sure to turn 
off your camera. 




Q Insert the battery pack into your camera. 



Q Open the jack cover and connect the DC connecting cable to the 
DC IN jack of your camera with the ▲ mark facing up. 

Q Connect the power cord (mains lead) to the AC power adaptor and 
then to a wall outlet (wall socket). 

The battery indicator ° J\ in the display window flashes when charging 
begins. When the battery indicator stops flashing, normal charge is 
completed. For full charge, which allows you to use the battery longer than 
usual, leave the battery pack inserted for about one hour after normal charge is 
completed until the battery remaining indicator and "Full" is displayed 
alternately in the display window. 

After charging the battery pack 

Disconnect the AC power adaptor from the DC IN jack of your camera. 

Battery remaining indicator 

The LCD screen on the camera shows the remaining time for which you can still 
record or play back images. 

When charging, this shows an indication of the continuous recording time (with LCD 
screen ON).This indication may not be entirely accurate depending on the conditions 
of use and the operating environment. 

Recommended charging temperature 

We recommend charging the battery pack in an ambient temperature of between 
10 o Cto30°C(50°Fto86°F). 
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NP-FC10 battery pack 

When you record images in an extremely cold location or using the LCD screen, the 
operating time becomes short. When using the camera in an extremely cold location, 
place the battery pack in your pocket or other place to keep it warm, then insert the 
battery pack into the camera just before recording. When using a pocket heater, take 
care not to let the heater directly contact the battery. 

Power save mode 

When [POWER SAVE] in the SET UP screen is set to [ON], the battery life will be 
extended when recording still images. The factory setting is [OFF] (page 81). 

When [POWER SAVE] is [ON] (page 81) 

• The LCD screen turns off while the flash is being charged (while the i flash charge 
lamp is flashing*). When the camera is turned on for the first time after being left 
unused for a long period of time, the flash will take longer than usual to charge. 

* If the charging time is short, the i flash charge lamp may not light. 

• The time from when you press the shutter button until the image is recorded is 
slightly longer than when [POWER SAVE] is [OFF]. 

• The focus is only aligned when the shutter button is pressed halfway, even when 
auto focusing is activated.

The actual numbers may be less 
depending on conditions. 

• The capacity of the "Memory Stick" is limited. The above figures are a for guide when you 
continuously record/play back while replacing the "Memory Stick." 

• " — " appears in the display window until the battery remaining time is calculated. 

• During charging, the indicators in the display window may not appear correctly or may flash 
in the following cases. 

— When the battery pack is not installed correctly. 

— When the AC power adaptor is disconnected. 

— When the battery pack has malfunctioned. 

• When you turn the LCD screen on and off, it takes about one minute for the correct battery 
remaining time to appear. 

• If sufficient battery remaining time is indicated but the power runs out soon, fully charge the 
battery so that the correct battery remaining time appears. 

• Do not short the DC plug on the AC power adaptor with a piece of metal, and do not use the 
DC plug if it is dirty Use a dry cotton swab to remove any dirt on the DC plug. Using a dirty 
plug or shorting the plug can result in improper charging or damage to the camera.

How to use the mode dial 

The mode dial switches the function which is used for recording, playback, or 
editing. Set the dial as follows before starting to operate your camera. 

: To record still Images in TWILIGHT mode (pages 19, 54) 
O : To record still images, VOICE mode audio data

► : To play back or edit images (pages 28, 29, 71) 
[oj: To record moving images or Clip Motion images

How to use the control button 

When the menu is not displayed 

The control button is used to perform the following operations. 



i (A): Recording with flash (page 24) 

0 (T): Recording with self-timer (pages 23, 27) 

S (<j: Checking the last recorded image (page 22) 

(►): Recording close subjects (macro recording) 
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When the menu or setup screen is displayed 

The control button is used to select the buttons, images and menu items displayed on 
the LCD screen of your camera and modify the settings.

Recording still images 



Still images are recorded in JPEG format. 

Before recording still images, first open the lens cover, then press the 
POWER button to turn on the power and insert a "Memory Stick". 




Q Set the mode dial to Q or J. 



Q Press and hold the shutter button halfway down. 

The beeps sound but the image is not yet recorded. While the AE/AF lock 
indicator is flashing, the camera automatically adjusts the exposure and 
focus of the captured image. When the camera finishes the automatic 
adjustments, the AE/AF lock indicator # changes from flashing to lighted up* 
and the camera is ready for recording. 

If you release the shutter button, the recording will be canceled. 




AE/AF lock indicator (green) flashes — ► lights up 

* If the flashing AE/AF lock indicator changes to flashing slowly, the subject may be 
difficult to focus on (dark, poor contrast) or the subject may be extremely close. Release 
the shutter button, then focus again. 
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Q Press the shutter button fully down. 

The shutter sounds. 

"RECORDING" appears on the LCD screen, and the image will be recorded on 
the "Memory Stick." When "RECORDING" disappears, you can record the 
next image.

Auto power-off function 

If you do not operate the camera for about three minutes during recording or 
playback, the camera turns off automatically to prevent wearing down the battery. To 
use the camera again, press the POWER button to turn on the camera again. The auto 
power-off function only operates when the camera is operating using a battery pack. 
The auto power-off function also will not operate when playing back moving images 
or playing back a slide show (page 68), or when a connector is plugged into the USB 
jack, the DC IN jack or the A/V OUT jack.

UNotes 

• The following phenomena may occur when AE/AF is locked, but this does not affect the 
recorded image. 

— When recording a bright subject, the LCD screen color may change. 

— When recording a dark subject, the LCD screen may brighten momentarily. 

• If you press the shutter button fully down at once in step ©, the camera starts recording after 
the automatic adjustments are complete. However, the recording cannot be carried out while 
the i flash charge lamp (page 22) is flashing. (During this time, the camera is charging the 
flash.) 
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Holding the camera correctly 

Hold the camera so that your fingers do not block the flash or touch the lens portion 
when recording images. 




You can extend the battery time by turning off the LCD screen and recording using 
the finder. 

Each time you press DSPL/LCD ON/OFF, the status of the LCD screen changes as 
follows:

Recording with the LCD screen 
is recommended when it is necessary to correctly understand the recording range. 

■ Because of the difference in the positions of the finder and the lens, use the LCD screen 
when you record a subject closer than 1 m (3 1/4 feet). 

• When [DEMO] is set to [ON] in the SET UP settings, you cannot turn off the LCD screen 
once the demonstration starts. 

• You cannot turn off the LCD backlight in SET UP or when displaying the menu. 

• You cannot turn off the self-timer indicators and some of the indicators used in advanced 
operations. 

■ The indicators on the LCD screen are not recorded. 



When recording with the LCD screen, align the AF frame in the center of the screen 
with the subject.

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Using the digital zoom function 




This camera has a digital zoom function with a magnification of up to 3x. Digital 3. 
zoom enlarges the image by digital processing. 3 
Digital zoom does not operate when the LCD screen is off. 



UNotes 

• Digital zoom does not work for moving images. 

• Use the LCD screen when using digital zoom function. Digitally zoomed images do not 
appear in the finder. 

• The AF frame (page 22) does not appear on the LCD screen. 



Using the self-timer 



When you use the self-timer function, the subject is recorded about 10 seconds after 
you press the shutter button.

1. Clear the menu (page 18). 

2. Press the control button ▼ (0), then press the shutter button. 

The {J) (self-timer) indicator appears on the LCD screen, and about 10 seconds after you 
press the shutter button, the subject is recorded. The self-timer lamp flashes and a beep sounds 
after you press the shutter button until the shutter is released. 

To cancel the self-timer recording 

Press the control button ▼ (0) again. 
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Recording images with the flash 



In this mode, the flash automatically strobes when the surroundings is dark. The 
factory setting is auto (no indicator). To change the flash mode, clear the menu 
(page 18), then press the control button A ( ^ ) repeatedly so that the flash mode 
indicator appears on the LCD screen. 




Each time you press the control button A ( i ), the indicator changes as follows. 
(No indicator) — ► t — ► ® — ► (No indicator) 

t Forced flash: The flash strobes regardless of the surrounding brightness. 
® No flash: The flash does not strobe. 



You can change the brightness of the flash with [ i ±] (FLASH LEVEL) in the menu 
settings (page 48). 

To reduce the red-eye phenomenon

Tips 

The digital still camera saves recorded images as digital data. The format of the 
saved data is called as the file format. The formats that can be used with this 
camera are as follows: 



JPEG format 

Most digital still cameras, computer operating systems, and browser software 
adopt this format. This format is able to compress files without appreciable 
deterioration. However, if the image is compressed and saved on repeated 
occasions, the image quality will deteriorate. This camera records still images 
using the JPEG format for normal recording. 

GIF format 

Using this format, the image quality will not deteriorate even if the image is 
compressed and saved on repeated occasions. This format limits the number of 
colors to 256 colors. This camera records still images using the GIF format in 
Clip Motion (page 59) or TEXT mode (page 57). 

TIFF format 

Stores shot images without compression, so the image quality does not 
deteriorate. Most operating systems and applications support this format. This 
camera records still images using the TIFF format for the TIFF mode (page 58). 

MPEG format 

This format is very typical for moving images. This camera records audio using 
the MPEG format for the moving image recordings and the VOICE mode 
(page 56).

Precautions 

On cleaning 



Cleaning the LCD screen 

Wipe the screen surface with a cleaning 
cloth (not supplied) or a LCD cleaning kit 
(not supplied) to remove fingerprints, dust, 
etc. 

Cleaning the camera surface 

Clean the camera surface with a soft cloth 
slightly moistened with water, then wipe the 
surface dry. Do not use any type of solvent 
such as thinner, alcohol or benzine as this 
may damage the finish or the casing. 

After using your camera at the 
seashore or other dusty locations 

Clean your camera carefully. Otherwise, the 
salty air may corrode the metal fittings or 
dust may enter the inside of your camera, 
causing a malfunction. 

Note on operatir 
temperature 

Your camera is designed for use between the 
temperatures of 0°C and 40°C (32°F and 
104°F). Recording in extremely cold or hot 
places that exceed this range is not 
recommended. 



If the camera is brought directly from a cold 
to a warm location, or is placed in a very 
damp room, moisture may condense inside 
or outside the camera. Should this occur, the 
camera will not operate properly. 

Moisture condensation occurs 
easily when: 

• The camera is brought from a cold location 
such as a ski slope into a warmly heated 
room. 

• The camera is taken from an air- 
conditioned room or car interior to the hot 
outdoors, etc. 



How to prevent moisture 
condensation 

When bringing the camera from a cold place 
to a warm place, seal the camera in a plastic 
bag and allow it to adapt to conditions at the 
new location over a period of time (about an 
hour). 

If moisture condensation occurs 

Turn off the camera and wait about an hour 
for the moisture to evaporate. Note that if 
you attempt to record with moisture 
remaining inside the lens, you will be unable 
to record clear images. 



• The unit is not disconnected from the AC 
power source as long as it is connected to 
the wall outlet (wall socket), even if the 
unit itself has been turned off. 

• Unplug the unit from the wall outlet (wall 
socket) when you are not using the unit for 
a long time. 

• To disconnect the power cord (mains lead), 
pull it out by the plug. Never pull on the 
power cord (mains lead) itself. 

• Do not operate the unit with a damaged 
power cord (mains lead) or if the unit has 
been dropped or damaged. 

■ Do not bend the power cord (mains lead) 
forcibly, or place a heavy object on it. This 
will damage the cord (mains lead) and may 
cause fire or electrical shock. 

• Prevent metallic objects from coming into 
contact with the metal parts of the 
connecting section. If this happens, a short 
may occur and the unit may be damaged. 

• Always keep the metal contacts clean. 

• Do not disassemble the unit. 

■ Do not apply mechanical shock or drop the 
unit. 

• While the unit is in use, particularly during 
charging, keep it away from AM receivers 
and video equipment. AM reception and 
video operation will be disturbed. 

• The unit becomes warm during use. This is 
not a malfunction. 

• Do not place the unit in locations that are: 
— Extremely hot or cold 

— Dusty or dirty 
— Very humid 
— Vibrating 
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• Use only the specified charger with the 
charging function. 

• To prevent accident from a short circuit, do 
not allow metal objects to come into 
contact with the battery terminals. 

• Keep the battery pack away from fire. 

• Never expose the battery pack to 
temperatures above 60°C (140°F), such as 
in a car parked in the sun or under direct 
sunlight. 

• Keep the battery pack dry. 

• Do not expose the battery pack to any 
mechanical shock. 

• Do not disassemble or modify the battery 
pack. 

• Install the battery pack in the camera 
securely.

On internal rechargeable 
button battery 

This camera has an internal rechargeable 
button battery for maintaining the date and 
time and other settings regardless of 
whether the power is on or off. This 
rechargeable button battery is constantly 
charged as long as you are using the camera. 
However, if you use the camera for only 
short periods it discharges gradually, and if 
you do not use the camera at all for about 
one month it becomes completely 
discharged. In this case, be sure to charge 
this rechargeable button battery before using 
the camera.

Charging the battery pack 

• Be sure to charge the battery pack before 
you start using your camera. 

• We recommend charging the battery pack 
in an ambient temperature of between 
10°C to 30°C (50°F to 86°F) until the 
"Full" indicator appears, indicating that the 



battery pack is fully charged. If you charge 
the battery pack outside of this temperature 
range, you may not be able to efficiently 
charge the battery pack. 

• After charging is completed, disconnect 
the AC power adaptor from the DC IN jack 
on your camera or remove the battery 
pack. 

" When the camera temperature is high 
(60°C (140°F)), "HI" appears in the LCD 
screen and the battery pack cannot be 
charged. However, the camera can be left 
in this state without problem. When the 
camera temperature drops and the "HI" 
indicator disappears, charging starts. 

Effective use of the battery pack 

• Battery performance decreases in low- 
temperature surroundings. So, the time that 
the battery pack can be used is shorter in 
cold places. We recommend the following 
to ensure longer battery pack use: 

— Put the battery pack in a pocket close to 
your body to warm it up, and insert it in 
your camera immediately before you 
start shooting. 

• Frequently using the LCD panel wears out 
the battery pack faster. 

• Be certain to turn off the power when not 
taking shots or playing back on your 
camera. 

• We recommend having spare batteries 
handy for two or three times the expected 
shooting time, and making trial shots 
before taking the actual shots. 

• Do not expose the battery pack to water. 
The battery pack is not water-resistant. 

Remaining battery time indicator 

If the power goes off although the battery 
remaining indicator indicates that the 
battery pack has enough power to operate, 
charge the battery pack fully again so that 
the indication on the battery remaining 
indicator is correct. Note, however, that the 
correct battery indication sometimes will 
not be restored if it is used in high 
temperatures for a long time or left in a fully 
charged state, or the battery pack is 
frequently used. Regard the remaining 
battery time indication as the approximate 
shooting time. 
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How to store the battery pack 

• If the battery pack is not used for a long 
time, do the following procedure once per 
year to maintain proper function. 

1 . Fully charge the battery. 

2. Discharge on your camera. 

3. Remove the battery from your camera 
and store it in a dry, cool place. 

• To use the battery pack up on your camera, 
leave the POWER button to on in slide show 
playback mode until the power goes off. 

Battery life 

• The battery life is limited. Battery capacity 
decreases little by little as you use it more 
and more, and as time passes. When the 
battery operating time is shortened 
considerably, a probable cause is that the 
battery pack has reached the end of its life. 
Please buy a new battery pack. 

• The battery life varies according to how it 
is stored and operating conditions and 
environment for each battery pack.
